them with modern, up to date, sanitary 
aud sightly schoolhouses. 
“ I cannot urge too strongly the need 
of nu enlightened and liberal |>olley In 
schoolhouse construction to the end

DISEASE OF LIP 
AND LEG IN SHEEP 


About the tim e of the recent out­ 
break of foot and mouth disease iu the 
east many urgent requests were sent 
to experts to exam ine certain herds of 
sheep in which it w as feared foot and 
mouth disease had appeared. 
This exam ination proved the disease 
was not the dreaded foot and mouth 
disease, but one which has become 
known a* lip and leg ulceration. 
It 
is caused by a specific germ, is highly 
contagious and may be com municated 
to young pigs, calves and other ani­ 
mals. 
As a result of the failure In dipping 
to destroy Infection, the bureau now 
recommends the treatm ent of individ­ 
ual anim als and reasonable detention 
of herds iu which infected anim als are 
found until all danger of further out­ 
break Is over. 
This treatm ent of Individual anim als 
is an almost endless task for sheep 
owners whose holdings aggregate ten* 
of thousands of animals, but at pres­ 
ent it seems to be the only effective 
method of com bating the disease. 
Each infected sheep Is caught, and 
Hie ulcerated spot* are thoroughly dis-

Where heavy scabs have formed aud 
Hie ulcerations are deeply rooted it is 
necessary to thoroughly open up the 
soles so that the medicine gets to the 
seat of the trouble. 
Ulcers of long 
standing should be cauterised by on 
application of tine nitrate or caustic 
l»otu*h. 
A good many of the sheepmen have 
been inclined to doubt the contagious 
nature of this disease, claiming that 
the lesions were simply the result of 
minor infection, caused by wounds t 
the mouth from eating rough grasses 
ami brush or from the prick* of cactus. 
It Is likely that these agencies are 
helpful bt spreading the disease, since 
the Hinall wounds made In this wuy 
furnish easy access to the germs of 
the disease. 
Mild cuts originating in 
this m anner which are neglected are 
likely to develop Into a more virulent 
form and spread, not only among the 
lamb*, but may develop in range cat­ 
tle 
For these reasons various strin­ 
gent quarantine m easures are being 
enforced by both governm ent and at ate 
officers lu the bojw* of eradicating the 
disease at an early data.

The clean milker uses clean 
hand* and is sure before he begins 
that the cow’a udder is clean and that 
no fulling dirt can get iuto the tnlik 
Using turd on the hand* to make milk 
ing easy w ill aid in making hard milk­ 
ers. It will also help to keep the cow ’a 
teats tender. 
Dam pening the teats 
with milk also has the sam e effect.

F o r a horse troubled with indigestion 
feet! out*, bran aud hay. 
Keep him 
off gras* 
Do not feed carrots or corn. 
Allow free access to rock salt.

duce the grain ratlou one-third at first 
sud inc reset a* he doe* better.

him half un ounce of Fow ler's solution 
of arsenic night and morning.

Hluated. Ellison’* accomplisht! "tit*, hi* 
)Hiil*hment and the drop of Mood on 
hi* hearth would seem to Indicate that 
this man Crichton had paid tilt* earth 
a visit.
